Former Congressman Colson Kills 
Lieutenant Scott — Two Bystanders 
Meet Death and Others Wounded 
During Exchange of Shots—Tragedy 
Takes Place in Crowded Lobby and 
Causes Panic—Renewal of Trouble 


Begun During the Spanish War, 


grudge, resumed by two men in the crowded 
lobby of the Capital Hotel shortly after noon 
today, caused the death of three men, the 
fatal wounding of another, the wounding of 
two others, and the serious injury of a sey- 
enth person. Five of the injured men were 


_ bystanders. 


The principals in the tragedy were David 
G. Colson, former Congressman and former 
Colonel of the Fourth Kentucky Volunteers, 
and Ethelbert Scott, a nephew of former 
Governor Bradley. and a former Lieutenant 
in Colson’s regiment. All of the dead and 
wounded are prominent Kentuckians. |

The shooting was between Colson and 


Scott, who have been deadly enemies since 
Colson was shot by Scott at Huntsville, 
Ala., after the muster out of the Fourth’ 
Kentucky in February last. While there 
is a report that a third person was engaged 
in the shooting, it appears to be without 
foundation. 


Meet in Crowded Hotel. 

At 1 o'clock this afternoon Ethelbert 
Scott, accompanied by Captain Ben B. 
Golden, a friend, entered the lobby of the 
Capital on their way to the restaurant. 
They had gone only a few steps when Col- 
son approached Scott and spoke to him in a 
low tone. Instantly both men drew their 
revolvers and began firing. ah 

In the lobby at the time were about 200 
persons, and at the crack of the first shot 
all made a wild scramble to get out of the 
hotel. 

The two men did not stop firing until their 
pistols were empty, and Scott, after firing 
his last shot, threw his weapon at the head 
of Colson and fied down the stairs leading 
to the basement, where he was found dead.

: Colson Gives Himself Up. 
After the killing Colonel Colson ran out of 
the hotel and hurried to the residence of 


Chief of Police Williams, where he sur- 


rendered. He was almost exhausted, and as 
he entered the house gasped: 

I am sorry he would not let me 
There were three of them shooting at me.“ 

Meantime the wildest excitement prevailed 
in the hotel lobby, where the killing took 
place, and in the dining-room nearby, where 
about 300 guests had been seated at dinner 
when the fusillade began. Men fell over 
each other in frantic efforts to get to places 
of safety, women fainted, and it was sev- 
eral minutes before the scope of the tragedy 
was fully known. te 

The dead were left lying where they fell, 
and messengers were dispatched in all direc- 
tions for physicians and nurses. - 

‘When Colson surrendered it was ascer- 
tained that his left arm, just below the 
elbow, had been shattered by a bullet. He 
is suffering from the shock, and the wound 
may prove serious, as he suffered partial 
paralysis as a result of the previous shoot- 
ing by Scott. 

„1 don’t wish to make any statement,” 
he said. I must decline to answer any 


questions. 

| Bullets of Two Sizes. 

An examination of the bullets found in 
Scott's body showed them to be of two dif- 
ferent sizes, indicating a third party to the 
shooting or that Colson had two revolvers. 

Scott was shot four times. One ball struck 
the right side of the head, penetrating the 
brain; another passed through the lower part 


just beneath the chin, severing the main 
artery; while a fourth struck the right hip. 
Demaree was shot onde, the bullet pass- 
through the heart. | 
3 was shot through both legs. One 
bullet severed a large artery and he died of 
hemorrhage before a doctor could be secured. 


Hurt by Falling Body. 

O. D. Redpath, the Chicago traveling man 
who was a witness to the shooting, now lics 
in his room in the hotel with a broken leg. 

Redpath was coming up the stairs from 
the basement when the shooting began and 
met Scott fleeing down. They collided and 


taining a fracture of the right leg at the 
ankle. 
Captain Golden, when shot, reeled to one 
side, falling into the arms of former Gov- 
ernor James B. McCreary. 
The tragedy was the result of a feud be- 
tween Colson and Scott, which grew between 
them while they were in the volunteer army. 
They fell out, and Colonel Colson sought to 
have Lieutenant Scott examined by a board 
of officers and discharged for inefficiency. 
The members of the regiment took sides, 
and those who favored Scott wore buttons 
bearing his photograph, 
Immediately after the regiment was mus- 
tered out ot service at Anniston, Ala., Col- 
son and Scott met in a restaurant in that 
city. Hot words passed, and Scott shot Col- 
son, inflicting a serious wound. Scott was 
acquitted at his examining trial at Annis- 
ton, Colson failing to appear as 1 witness, ,

CHANNEL READY FOR FLOW. 


The sanitary trustees s for Lockport, 
the site of the drainage canal controlling 
works, on a special car over the Santa Fe 
road at 1 o’clock this morning. It is ex- 
pected that by 9 o’clock the gates will have 
been opened and the waters of Lake Michi- 
gan will be flowing down the Desplaincs 
Valley to the Illinois, the Mississipp! River, 
and the gulf. f 
Just before the special started Trustee 
Eckhart was asked if the gates were to be 
opened immediately on the arrival of the 
trustees, at 3 or 4 o'clock, 

Nothing that I know of will happen at 
3 or 4 o’clock,’’ he replied. “‘ Whatever does. 
happen will take place about 8 or 9 o’clock.”’ 
** Do you intend to open the gates then? 

“ You must excuse me if I decline at this 
moment to say exactly what we do intend,” 
was Mr. Eckhart’s anawer. — 
But his manner, even more than the veiled 
meaning of his werds and suggestiveness of 
this hasty midnight trip of the trustees to 
the site of the controlling works left no 
doubt in the minds of his hearers that the: 
gates will be open before this morning Is old. 

Before leaving Mr. Eckhart made a state- 
ment that the trustees expect to secure a 
permit for the opening from the Governor 
this morning. 


2 Took for Injunctions. 

Great secrecy marked the sudden depart- 
ure of the canal officials. The trip was 
hurriedly arranged after it was learned that 
attorneys from St. Louis this morning would 

te the United States Supreme Court. . 
im this city for injunctions to keep the Lock - 
port gates closed. The opening 6f the gates 
requires but a half hour, so that if the work 
is begun soon after daylight the waters will 
be pouring through long before the writs 
could be served on the trustees. 

While the trustees were in conference pre- 
paring for their trip, employés were busy 
putting the channel in preparation for the 
rush of water. At Joliet the false work 
around the bridge piers was removed, and 
a big dredge made fast with wire cables. 
At the controlling works at Lockport it was 
stated that all was in readiness for the open- 


gave the word. 


Tanner Waits for Commission. 
The arrangements for the Saturday open- 
ing made during the day contemplated a 
trip over the canal on Thursday by the mem- 
bers of the State Inspection commission, a 
report to the Governor the next day, 4 
formal permit to open that evening, and a 
grand opening on Saturday. When asked 
by Tue Trispune if the permit would be 
forthcoming for this date the Governor re- 
plied: 
The special commission has not yet made 
its report to me, but I expect it before Satu 
day. If the commission reports that the law 
has been fully complied with I shall issue 
the permit. I shall not stand upon any 
technical grounds.” 
When the reports of activity on the part 
of St. Louis reached Chicago Trustee Eck- 
hart went to the telephone and had a talk 
with Governor Tanner at Springfield. He 
asked for a permit to open the gates at Lock- 
port at once, but, it is understood, was told 
the permit could not possibly issue without 
a report from the State commission, and that 
had not yet been received. 


Appeal to Colonel Lambert. 


Of the members of the commission Messrs. 
Schock and Lambert were then in the city, 
but President Taylor was not, and not en- 
pected until late in the evening. The trus- 
tees got hold of Colonel Lambert, and he 
promised to see what could be done by means 
of telephoning, but ‘at 6 p. m. he went to 
Joliet without having accomplished any- 
thing. When Governor Tanner was asked 
about t tuation again a little before mid- 
night last evening he said it had not changed 
and no permit had been issued, nor would 
one until he had received the commissfon's 
report. 

In the meantime the drainage trustees were 
divided in opinion as to whether to open the 
gates without the permit or not. If they 
did so they would have to stand a possible 
law suit, brought by the commission under 
the terms of the act creating it, and on the 
other hand there was the threat of the in- 
junction suits in the federal courts, with 
all the possible delay they might entail. 


All Ready for Opening. 
Pending this decision, however, arrange- 
ments were made to have matters ready so 
that the gates could be opened at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Chief Engineer Randolph had 
reported early in the evening if the gates 
were opened, as matters then stood, the cur- 
rent made would demolish a big dredge in 
the upper basin at Joliet, and perhaps tear 
away the dam and the bridges.

Chicago Delegation Working for the 
Next Gathering—President Springer 
in Annual Address Scores Railroads 
fer Discrimination Against bin- 
Ppers—Resolution Asking Congress 
te Admit Arisona, New Mexico, and 


Fort Worth, Tex., Jan. 16.—[Special.J—The 
third annual convention of the National 


Live Stock Association of the United States | 


began here today. 

The Chicago delegation, led by A. G. Leon- 
ard and W. E. Skinner, was given a warm 
welcome. Chicago wants the next conven- 
tion, and the delegation is hustling to secure 
the prize. They delegates are decorating 
everybody with badges. 

Salt Lake City isa booming candidate, and 
a favorite with the New Mexico, Colorado, 
Idaho, and Wyoming delegates. 

The Wyoming delegation offered a resolu- 
tion calling on Congress to admit Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Oklahoma to Statehood. 
Other resolutions were introduced by T. W. 
Tomlinson of Illinois asking the convention 
to indorse the Senate bill urging Congress 
to empower the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission to correct unjust discrimination of 
railroads, and tO empower the commission 
to fix maximum and minimum rates. 

Five-minute papers on the condition of 
the live stock industry in the various States 
and Territories were read by delegates. Re- 
ports indicate the condition prosperous in all 
sections of the country. 

Robert H. West, former President of the 
Cincinnati Commeretal club, introduced a 
resolution asking for a modification of quar- 
antine restrictions and asked that a com- 
mittee be appointed to lay the matter before 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 

The Executive committee laid on the table 
a letter and resolutions from Susan B. An- 
thony bearing on the woman suffrage ques- 
tion. 

Secretary C. F. Martin, in his annual re- 
port, congratulated the association on the 
growing prosperity and influence of the er- 
ganization, saying that its Eastern limits, 
which at the last annual meeting did not 
extend beyond Illinois, were now the western 
berder of Pennsylvania. The membership 
now consists of seventy-five associations. 
President John W. Springer of Denver in 
his annual address said in part: 

“We face with the twentieth century new 
questions, new responsibilities, and rapidly 
extending markets. We are today enjoying 
at home our greatest prosperity, while our 
foreign business for 1899 reached over §2,- 


,000, 

„The question that meets ambitious Amer- 
icans is, shall we lead or follow? I speak 
for the greatest live stock association on the 
face of the earth when I say we believe in 
leading, not in following. 

Jam for peace if it can be obtained on 
any reasonable basis; but for war, if we can 
obtain no redress by diplomatic methods. 
This great live-stock organization has de- 
creed that the terminal charges at stock- 
yards in this country is against public policy, 
and must therefore be abrogated. 

“The beginning of a new century should 
witness a change in our public land system. 
The citizens of this c@untry should be en- 
couraged to lease the great tracts of wild 
grazing lands and bring them to a state of 
usefulness. Every homesteader should be 
given first choice to lease for from five to 


ten years, at two cents an acre, twenty 


acres for every acre he owns, and the bal- 
ance of the public lands in the Western 
States should be valued by the County Com- 
missioners, then advertised by the federal 
government, and and leased to the highest bid- 
der.“

At present the resident mem- 
bership is 1,541, the non-resident member- 
ship 287, and life membership 200. It 
mains to be seen how many will take 
vantage of junior membership privileges.

The péople of other cities will be likely to 
jump at the conclusion, however, when they 
seé it is proposed with seeming seriousness 
to offer a bounty for the delivery of a dead 
burglar or murderer at a police station that 
the ordinary agencies for the protection of 
life and property are utterly worthless here. 
Such is far from being the case. Many burg- 
laries are committed in Chicago, no more on 
the average, however, than are likely to 
happen in any American city having the 
population and wealth of Chicago. There 
may be during one month an unusually 
mall number of crimes of violence. The 
next month there may happen to be an un- 
usually large number. Then there is an out- 
ery about the inefficiency of the police, who 
‘are scolded more for one burglar they do not 
catch than they are praised for half a dozen 
they do catch. They need no incentive to 
look for murderers or burglars. As for en- 
couraging private citizens to roam around 
at night in the hope of bringing down a 
Gurglar and earning $200, the idea is 
monstrous. |

| EARLY ALDERMANIC PRIMARIES. 
It is important, in the interests of good 
government, to hold the Aldermanic pri- 
maries at an early day. The city election 
will be held on the 3d of April. The pri- 
Maries should be held during the first week 
of February. They should not be deferred, 
as they can be under the primary elections 
law, until less than three weeks before 
election. — 

The reasons for early Aldermanic pri- 
maries are obvious. There are many unfit 
men who will not seek for nominations when 
they know their records will be exposed 
fully during a two months’ campaign. 
Those men would not mind a few days of 
criticism, while sixty days of it is too much 
forthem. In the next place, the early nom- 
ination of party candidates gives time for a 
thorough examination of their records, and 
for the nomination by independent voters 
of candidates by petition if necessary. In 
dome instances the primaries have been held 
late for the purpose of keeping independents 
out of the field. 

It is desirable that both political parties 
should hold early primaries, and let the 
voters know at the beginning of February 
who the “regular” nominees are. But 
‘whether the Democrats act early or late, the 
Itepublicans should not hesitate to come 
forward promptly with their nominees. If 
both parties have February primaries so

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, 

It lacks only six years of being two 
centuries ago today that Franklin was 
born, and it is 110 years since he died, 
yet he seems to belong to the present age. 
He had the modern spirit and the modern 
view more thoroughly than many men born 
a century and a half later. He once ex- 
pressed the wish that he might-be sealed 
up in a cask of Madeirg and come out 
a century later to see what America and 


science had achieved. No other man of his 


time would feel more at home in this 
later era of f thought and marvelous 
invention than Benjamin Franklin. 
Only in comparatively recent years have 
Americans come to appreciate fully the 
fine personality of Franklin and the re- 
markable soundness of his deeper views. 
He was always popular among the plain 
his Poor Richard’s maxims 
appealed, and he received full credit for 
his work as diplomat and as a con- 
structive statesman. His scientific serv- 
ices were exaggerated in some respects 
and ignored in others. There has never 
been a time when his fame was in dan- 
ger of lapsing, and he was too frankly 
human to be the victim of the mythmaking 
process that threatened to make a marble 
image of Washington; but he is better 
understood today than he ever was in the 
The chief reason for this is the 
growth of the modern scientific spirit and 
of religious liberality. His errors,. both 
of action and of judgment, are recognized 
as freely as he himself recognized them; 
but the time jis past when Franklin can 
be considered irreligious. Not only his 
moral philoso * but also his religious be- 
lets now command respect. His whole 
mental and moral attitude appeals to us 
more fully than to any past generation. 
The epithet “many sided” thoroughly 
expresses tlie scope of Franklin's powers. 
He was the first American inventor and 
scientist to command international atten- 
tion. He was the first American humorist. 
He was the first of our long list of “ self- 
made men who have attained eminence. 
He was the first American to write fault- 
less and forcible English of a kind that 
all classes could understand and enjoy. 


He was our first great diplomatist and 


the first American whose writings and 


Europe. As a constitution maker he ren- 
dered a great and lasting service to the 
nation. His personal a¢complishments and 
charm of manner, his unfailing cheerful- 
ness and goodness of heart, his ceaseless 
industry, his unflagging search for truth, 
his disregard of forms and shams, his 
predominating good sense, and his remark- 
able breadth of thought and of sympathy 
—these are some of the qualities that ex- 
plain the perpetual charm of Franklin’s 
character. He is not only the pdtron saint 
of all good American printers; he is the 
unchallenged American pioneer of the age 
of science and invention. 

Franklin's greatest fame may be found 
in three fields—that of diplomacy, that 
of constitution making, and that of science. 

The value of his influence in getting 
France to take part in the war of Ameri- 
can independence can scarcely be overes- 
timated. When the war was over and 
the crucial question of creating an effec- 
tive constitution was to be settled, Frank- 
lin, though aged dnd suffering from ut 
least three incurable diseases,” rendered 
what was probably the greatest patriotic 
service of his long life, By a happy in- 
spiration he hit upon the- arrangement for 


for all States in the Senate and a propor- 
tional representation, with control of the 
financial initiative, in the House. This 
settled the deadlock between the large and 
small States and made it possible to se- 
cure the adherence of both. His closing

that she “ never met anybody but herself

Analysis of Franklin's power in every 
one of his multifarious fields of activity 
leads to the same fundamental element of 
success—his power of expression. His 
humor and his spirit of fairness were im- 
portant helps, but no other quality so raised 
him above the commonplace as his ex- 
ceptional power of writing and speaking 
clear and forcible English. This he at- 
‘tained during his youth by severe and 
patient self-instruction. His description 
of how he exercised himself upon the Spec- 
tator papers is an imperishable lesson to 
all educators and students who would at- 
tain a result. Franklin was also more 
than a century ahead of his time in regard 
to education in general. ‘ 
Without his command of good English 
Franklin could never have won the honors 
he did in diplomacy, nor could he have 
wielded the influence he did in the consti- 
tutional convention. Even in science his 


of expression. There were greater scien- 
tists in Philadelphia than Franklin, but 
he got the credit for his own thinking 
and that of others besides because he could 
put all new discoveries into good English. 
He was the first to suggest the identity 
of electricity and lightning, though his 
famous kite experiment was not made until 
after French scieintists had followed his 
suggestion and proved the same thing by 
means of iron rods extended from steeples. 
Franklin’s habit of thought was thor- 
oughly scientific, and he did much in-men- 


coveries of others and in arriving at cor- 
rect conclusions by sound inductive reason- 
ing. But probably his greatest service 
was in popularizing scientific truths. He 
could write in fascinating style upon the 
driest of subjects. . His description of how 
to make a stove is still full of amazing 
charm. 

While some of Franklin's ‘political and 
constitufional ideas are now known to have 
been wrong, the wonder, is that so many 
have proved to be sound. The general 
correctness of his thinking is no less won- 
derfal than its depth and diversity. The 
genial, joking, sensible, broad-minded 
Franklin appeals to this liberal and humani- 
tarian age as no other great colonial figure 
can. His gospel of thrift and good sense 
has done more than we. realize toward 
shaping and building up the nation.

THE CURBETT SENATORIAL PRECEDENT, 

Precedent after precedent turns up to 
plague the friends of Matthew Stanley 
Quay, who is trying to break into the 
United States Senate against the will of 
his constituents and without an electiofi. 
The latest is that of Corbett of Oregon, 
which was decided adversely in 1898 by 


aà vote of 60 to 29, counting pairs. Tue 


Washington correspondent has 
analyzed the vote against seating the ap- 
plicant and the analysis is a significant 
one, It shows that eighteen of the re- 
elected Republican Senators voted against 
Corbett. Not one of those eighteen can 
vote for Quay without tainting his record 
with gross inconsistency. It shows also 
that twenty-two of the retlected Repub- 
lican Senators voted for Corbett. It may 
be possible that they can square it with 
their consciences if they vote favorably 
upon the application of the Pennsylvania 
boss, though the two cases are not strictly 
parallel. 
The Corbett case was stronger than the 
Quay case. One branch of the Oregon 
Legislature did fot. succeed in organiz- 
ing at all, hence it could not have an elec- 
tion. The Pennsylvania Legislature was 
organized in both branches, but they could 
not agree and the election failed. Those 
Republican Senators, therefore, who voted 
against Corbett and now think of vot- 
ing for Quay, if they do so, will have a 
particularly difficult task in justifying their 
record. They will have to explain why 
they have voted for an applicant with a 
weak case when they voted against one 
with a stronger case. a 
The plea that is made by Quay’s advo- 
cates as to his personal geniality and 
“pleasant disposition” not only has no 
bearing upon the case but it is not one 
which will be accepted by the people them- 
selves as valid. “A man may smile and 
smile and be a villain still.“ Tun Trispune 
does not mean to insinuate that Quay 
is a villain, but the sentiment of the quota- 
tion applies all the same. It is not safe 
to admit men to the United States Senate 
merely because they are pleasant individu- 
als and without taking into consideration 
other and more important personal charac- 
teristics as well as the legal points in the 
case. The more the case of Quay is con- 
sidered the less reason does there appear 
to be why he should be admitted. Those 
Senators, therefore, who voted against Cor- 
bett and who shall vote for Quay will as- 
sume u heavy responsibility and will have 
a hard time in explaining their conduct to 
their constituents. 


THE STAGE AND MORALS. | 
The drift of the dramatic stage is towards 

dégeneracy, and probably there will | 
no change for the better until the bottom 
has been reached, Then it will have be- 
come 80 bad that public sentiment will re- 
volt and demand reform. But the condi- 
tions of the stage and the character of plays 
are not so disheartening or disgusting as the 
efforts of players who are engaged in the 
demoralizing business to make it appear 
they are presenting these disreputable 

dramas in the interest of sound morality. 


The most recent of these self-asserted 


teachers of morality is Mrs. Lily Langtry, 
who is now engaged in improving the morals 
of Greater New York by the presentation of 
an offensive play. After she has effected 
the moral conversion of that city she pro- 
poses to make a missionary tour through 
the country and stir up a great moral re- 
vival in other citie’. The doctrine which 
Mrs. Langtry advances in this play is that 
the best wife is one who has been a rake, 
and that the duty of society is to take to 


its bosom regenerated courtesans, and she 


exeuses the performance of the play with 
the assertion that it is a plea for virtue 
and an argument for the maintenance of 


incorruptible domesticity. Conceding that 


Mrs. Langtry is honest in her position, it 
is not flattering to her audiences that they 
should have to be taught morality in this 
peculiar way, or that they should have to 
be taught morality at all. 

It would be much better if managers 
would abandon their efforts to inculcate mo- 
rality which is so “ strenuous ” as to appear 
suspicious, and would cease hiring actresses 
to play the part of moral teachers. The 
best of them are poor moral lecturers. It 
would be more grateful to the public if they 
would banish the moralities as lessons from 
the stage entirely rather than drag an audi- 
ence through the preliminary mire of two 
or three acts that it may be convinced ip 
the last act of the superior considerations of 
virtue. It is questionable whether the frag- 
rance of the one act can entirely overcome 
the stench of the other three. | 


OOM PAUL AND THE PSALMS. 
President Kruger has recently issued two 
proclamations to his people. In one of 
them he orders all the burghers to the front. 
In the other he cites certain Psalms which 
are to furnish inspiration to the burghers 
when they meet their enemy in the field. 
The first instruction he finds in the seventh 
verse of the Thirty-third Psalm: “ He gath- 
ereth the waters of the sea as an 
heap; he layeth up the depth in ‘store- 
houses.” It is not exactly clear what sig- 
nificance Oom Paul finds in this verse, or 
how by following its injanctions the Boers 
are to overcome Roberts, Kitchener, and 
Buller, unless it be that he would have them 
contribute not only themselves but all their 
belongings to the task of crushing their 
enemies. He further quotes for the en- 
couragement of his people the thirteenth and 
fourteenth verses of the Bighty-ninth 
Psalm, the inference being that they must 
2 upon the mighty arm of the Lord, with 
e assurance that “ Justice an 
are the habitation of thy ade cot — 
truth shall go before thy face.“ r 
Oom Paul not only quotes the Psalms 
which his own people must heed but he has 
also discovered the Psalm in which the 
British have fixed their faith. It 1 the 
Highty-third, and one of the most enthusl- 
astically imprecatory of all the Psalmist’s 
utterances. It calls upon the Lord to make 
his enemies like a wheel and as stubble 
before the wind,” calls upon him to “ perse- 
cute them with thy tempest and make them 
afraid with thy storm,“ “ as the fire burneth 
a wood and as the flame setteth the mount- 
fins on fire,” and to do unto them as unto 
the Midianites, as to Sesera, as to Jabin, at 
the brook ‘of Kison, which perished: at 
Endor: they became ag dung for the earth.” 
The ill-suecess which has thus far at- 
tended the British in their application of the 
Eighty-third Psalm should be a lesson: to 


Oom Paul not to place too much reliance 
upon the Thirty-third and. Richty-ninth 
Psalms.

No lover of his kind can contemplate 
unmoved the present unhappy condition 
of New York society. From shore o 
whore the social pool is swept by storms 
of criticism. Big waves are tossing the 
gilded shallops of the Fifth avenue set, 
while the mud stirred up from the bot- 
tom has contaminated the water even on 
the distant shore of Jersey. The dredge 
boat of Tammany rolls uneasily on the 
social swell, while down on Forsyth street 
society leaders are nursing fractured skulls 
and deep scalp wounds. | 

The first sign of the coming tempest 
was noticed when some one insinuated 
that New York club women drank more 
cocktails than was essential. This, how- 
ever, was a cloud no bigger than a man's 
hand and all danger was avoided when 
Oscar of the Waldorf gave it as his expert 
opinion that “a lady is a lady, cocktails 
or no cocktails.”

In the old days it was charged that news- 
paper cuts were not good likenesses. When 
Andrew Jackson died the New York Herald 
printed a full-page picture of the funeral 
procession in that city. Bennett's rivals 
charged that the picture had already done 
service for Queen Victoria’s coronation, 
William Henry Harrison's obsequies, and 
the opening of the Croton aqueduct. Sen- 
sational as an achievement in those days, 
yet the block seems crude to those who 
look at it today. Not more than five or six 
years ago it was common talk that news- 
paper portraits seldom resembled the origi- 
nal, and many jokes were made that the 
cut of a murderer had been printed by acci- 
dent instead of that of a statesman. Any 
one who turns over the files of a news- 
paper of ten years ago will not be surprised 
at the aversion which some people then felt 
to the publication of their portraits in the 
newspapers. When the wood cuts gaye 
way to the zinc etching made from pen and 
ink drawings there was less ground for 
complaint. 
The magazines and weekly newspapers 
long enjoyed the exclusive advantage of 
being able to make use of the half tune 
process. Pen and ink drawings conld not 
reproduce the lights and shadows of a face 
or a landscape with the fidelity of the photo- 
graph. Weekly newspapers were alone 
able to use the half tone process, which re- 
printing. For a newspaper of Tun Trrp- 
unn’s circulation to print halt tone cuts 
seemed impossible. | 
The readers of Tue Trrsunz know how 
great the progress has been during the last 
two years. Tue TRIBUND solved the prob- 
lem and made its discoveries the property ot 
the newspaper world. The same process jg 
used with varying success by newspapers in 


many cities. There is no longer any talk 


of the lack of resemblance in newspaper 
portraits. They are quite as good as photo- 
graphs—for, indeed, they are photographs. 

Improvement of newspaper illustration 
is the real cause of the failure of the illus. 
trated newspapers. In England there are 
scores of successful weeklies whose chief 
features are their pictures. In America 


there are two or three, none of them sue. 


cessful. One of the leading weeklies failed 
within the last year, and the losses of an- 
other were partly responsible for the fai}. 
ure of one of America’s greatest publishing 
houses. The reason for the non-success of 
illustrated weeklies in America is that the 
art of newspaper illustration in the United 
States has so far advanced that good pic 
tures are furnished in the dailies. What- 
ever slight advantage in art work there 


may be in favor of the weeklies is more | 


than balanced by the timeliness of the 
daily newspaper illustration, 


WHY ARE MORE PATROLMEN WANTED! 

The Chief of Police asks the Council to 
give him 500 more patrolmen. It should 
not give him one more until it finds out 
whether the intention is to use any addi- 
tions which may be made to the force for 
legitimate purposes. Is it intended to use 
them for the protection of those sources of 
revenue which Inspector Shea holds in such 
high esteem—the all-night saloons? If so, 
then the force is large enough, for those sa- 
loons have all the protection they are de- 
serving of and more. If the object of the 
increase is to give peaceful, law-abiding, 
hard-working citizens protection by day 
when going to and returning from their la- 
bors, then Chief Kipley’s request will merit 
consideration. 

It is certain that such protection is not 
given now. It is denied, under the eyes 
of the Mayor and the Chief of Police, to 
those who are entitled to it. Men going 
quietly to their morning's work, but who 
do not happen to have the working card of 
a union, are brutally assaulted by a “ busi- 
ness agent and his bodyguard. No police- 
man lifts a finger to protect the men who 
are slugged. No officer takes his subordi- 
nates to task for their neglect. Is it pro- 
posed that this criminal indifference to the 

rights of citizéns shall continue in the 
event of an increase of the force? If so, it 
would be better to have no police force, 
Then workers who are assaulted by the 
sluggers of the walking delegate will be 
able to defend themselves without being 
arrested for doing so. They are now when 
they seek to protect themselves. 

The request of the Chief of Police for 
more men should have been prefaced by a 
statement that he has not men enough—not 
to cope with burglars or murderers who

Among the New Books. 


A Timely and Wise Book. 
he Future of the American Negro.“ 
By Booker T. Washington. Small, May- 

nard & Co. 
Booker Washington has the ear of the 
American public as but few men now have, 
not to speak of other members of his own 
race. It is & transcendent opportunity. The 
recognized champion and leader of 8,000 000 
people, who form so distinct and yet so vital 
a constituent part of the American nation- 


ality, may well covet the best possible gifts 


of both ideal and practical leadership. 

Whatever may be the risks and responsi- 
bilities of the American people in dealing 
with our colonial problems, we have a big 
race problem here at home. Mr. Wash- 
ington rightly insists that it is as much a 
white man’s problem as it is the colored 
man's problem. The responsibility of the 
whole country is a fact which he emphasizes 
ecohvincingly; as he does also the duty of 
the North to the South. 

In Pringipal Washington's view, the in- 
dustrial blem is fundamental to the situ- 
tion, but it is one that cannot be treated 
apart from the great educational problem. 
It was at the Hampton Normal and Indus- 
trial Institute, founded by General 8. C. 
Armstrong—one of the most original and en- 
lightened educationalists of the century— 
that Booker Washington got his own start. 
It is fitting and natural that the spirit, and 
aims, and methods of Hampton should now 
repeat themselves at Tuskegee and in other 
kindred institutions. 

The chapter on the negro race in polilics 
ig equally patriotic and judicious. The au- 
thor does not object to an educational basis 
for the franchise; but of course he does pro- 
test against the injustice and the essential 
Méanness of any law which discriminates 
between the ignorance of a negro’s vote and 
the like ignorance of a white man’s vote. 
The impolicy aß well as the wickedness of 
the lynching form of barbarism is properly 
Characterized. But the dignity of Mr. 
Washington's protest in this matter is as 
noteworthy as the justice of it. 

Another thing strikingly characteristic of 
all his utterances is not only the candor and 
ren generosity of.them, but—in spite of 
Sli the pathos of the situation—the pervad- 
ing spirit of hopefulness. And—since it is 
as true now as when the Apostle Paul de- 
Clared it, that we are saved by hope — 
this is one of the most valuable services he 


rendering the people of his race. Noth- 


ug could be so damaging to the American 
Regroes as a race, or to any race, as to rob 
them of thé vital spring of all progress, the 
Spirit of hope. 

There is a startling weightiness in many 
of the statements which Mr. Washington 
Makes when offering certain moral and 
Political principles. As he has had repeated 
Getasion to say, there is no escape through 
law of man or God from the inevitable:

His closing remark will commend itself to

old by her husband, who was the rightful 
heir to the Barldom and estates of Wicklow. 
The story which she told was so circum- 
stantial and the evidence which she produced 


so convincing that her case, rather that

She was able to furnish proof of her 
marriage to the eldest son of the Rev. Fran- 
cis Howard, who bore the name of William.

So strong was the case which the widowed 
Mrs. William Howard made out in behalf 
of the young boy that the House of Lords 
sitting in judgment on the case, decided to 
hold the matter in abeyance a little longer, 
awaiting fresh evidence, which Charles 
Francis Howard promised to obtain, but 
which he had not produced up to that time, 
the understanding being that if he did not 
produce the evidence the case would be de- 
cided in favor of the widow and of her little 
boy and that the latter would be placed in 
possession of the peerage and estates of 
the Earldom of Wicklow. 

Not until a year later did Charles Francis 
Howard appear before the House of Lords 
with the evidence which he had promised. 
He produced witnesses to testify that in the 
month of August, 1864—that is to say, at the 
time of the alleged birth of the boy in Lon- 
don—Mrs; Howard had visited the work- 
house at Liverpool and had there procured a 
male child from its mother, a pauper of the 
name of Mary Best, who had been confined 
in the workhouse hospital. This, together 
with yet other evidence and her own refusal 
to answer any further questions, caused the 
House of Lords, sitting in judgment, to grant 
a verdict against her pretensions and in 
favor of Charles Francis A. Howard, who 
Was consequently pronounced fifth Earl of 
Wicklow. On his death without male issue 
he was succeeded by his younger brother, 
Cecil Ralph, and it is the latter's son, a 
young soldier of 23 years old, who gradu- 
ated only a year or two ago from the Royal 
Military College of Sandhurst, and who has 
just been wounded in south Africa, who is 
the present Earl of Wicklow.

New York, Jan. 16.—[{Special.]—Followin 
are the comments of the dramatic critics o 
the newspapers on The Degenerates as 
presented last night at the Garden Theater 
by Mrs. Langtry and her company: 

William Winter in the Tribune—Mr. Grun- 
dy’s drama is scarcely more than a sketch- 
like study of character woven round a single 
situation. It is unsubstantial, but it con- 
tains ample knowledge of the bad side of 
half fashionable, half bohemian, almost 
wholly vulgar social life, together with 
abundance of small talk, now frivolous and 
now pently pungent, punctuated with cynical 
commentary, and jeweled all over with those 
droll, caustic half-linés and py mono- 
syllables which are so fortunate for a come- 
dian and which tell so well in a colloquy.

The man of the world—well bred, distin- 
guished, astute, sagacious, for sighted, tol- 
erant, kindly—whom experience has taught 
but has not spoiled, can never have been 
more truthfully embodied. Admirable ease 
of manner and a sustained charm of attract- 
ive personality made this a rare triumph in 
the art of aging. The cynical vivacity with 
which Mr. Grundy has treated an obnoxious 
theme makes his play at once clever and de- 
plorable.

ENJAMIN FRANK 
LIN, printer, was 
born on Jan. 17, 
1706, in the City of 
Boston. He died on 
April 17, 1790, at 
Philadelphia. Dur- 
ins his long life of 
eighty-four years he 
had filled a large 
place in the affairs of 
his country. He had 
done. many things 
and done them all 
well. He had been 
printer, publisher, 
editor, author, busi- 
ness-man, inventor, 
legislator, electri- 
cian,. scientist, poli- 
tical economist, dip- 
lomatist, statesman, 
philosopher, and phi- 
lanthropist Honors 
had been showered 
upon him such as 
have fallen to the lot 
other American—perhaps of no other 
He had been chosen by his fellow-cit- 


of no 
man. 


Lens to fill many important offices. Hon- 


orary degrees had been conferred upon him 
by the universities of his own country and 
of England. He had been made a member 
of all the learned societies of Europe. The 
degrees gave him the title of Doctor,“ and 
he was so styled and addressed by his in- 
timates. His services as a commanding offi- 
cer in the Pennsylvania militia, which were 
considerable, though never given on the fleld 
of battle, autherized him to use the title 
“Colonel.” Yet he never used either title 
nor any other, and to the end of his days 
liked to speak and write of himself as B. 
Franklin, printer.” , 

This is a circumstance which happily ill 
trates one of the commanding traits of 
Franklin's character—his simplicity and ab- 
solute lack of vanity. The first and the 
greatest, as it has been said, of America’s 
self-made men, he never dishonored that 
much-abused term by feeling shame for any 
rung of the long ladder by which he climbed 
to fortune and to greatness. While in France 
bearing a large part of the weight of the 
revolution on his shoulders in securing the 
loans which made it possible to carry on the 
war, the idol of the French people and on 
terms of intimacy with leaders of scientific 
thought, of literature, and of society, it was 
one of his greatest pleasures to have a small 
but camplete printing establishment at his 
house, and to work occasionally at setting 
type or running the press. On this. press were 
printed some of the wittiest of his writings 
for private circulation among his friends at 
court, and in this way he did much to main- 
tain and extend his influence. 

With but two years of schooling when a 
boy, he so educated himself by reading the 
best books he could obtain and by hard 
practice in writing good English that he be- 
came one of the greatest masters of the 
language. In the art of effective expression 
» he had no equal. His life of himself. though 
incomplete, is. still the most interesting of 
autobiographies. | 


OF RARE COMMON SENSE. 


His was the genius of rare common sense. 
His intellect was keen, his knowledge of 
men profound, his powers of observation re- 
markable. He was preéminently practical. 
He was the man of affairs, in science, in lit- 
erature, in statesmanship, as well as in bus 
ness. He touched many fields of endeavor, 
and in all of them found something to benefit 
himself and his fellow-men. 

He was a man of strong frame and of 
strong constitution, as he needed to be to 
accomplish the work he did. He was 5 feet 
10 inches in height, broad shouldered and 
large boned, and in later life became stout. 
Though a hard worker while in Business, 
when he retired a natural indolence kept him 
from taking active exercise. Though frugal 
while there was necessity for following his 
own maxims, when his means allowed it he 
was fond of good living. Together these 
habits brought on attacks of the gout, from 
which he suffered for many years. But the 
first of American humorists could make a 
jest of his own afflictions even, and one of the 
cleverest things Franklin ever wrote was a 
pretended colloquy between and 
Mme. Gout.” 

The youngest son of a poor tallow chand- 
ler and one of seventeen children, nothing 
but his own talents and industry could have 
enabled Franklin to rise to wealth. When 
he arrived he did not forget his poor rela- 
tions, and one of his most admirable quali- 
ties was the kindly interest he always 
showed in them. He provided employment 
for those who needed it, and was generous 
in gifts of money. One form his generosity 
took was that of appointing them to office. 
He held many offices himself, and filed them 
doubtless thought his relatives 
would do as well, and, while Postmaster 
General of the colonies, found places for 
many of them. He was equally diligent in 
trying to find offices for his grandsons later 
m lite. But his generosity was not confined 
to his own family. His private and public 
benefactions were both considerable. His 
work as a philanthropist and as 4 municipal 
reformer was of great value. | 


FIRST CIRCULATING LIBRARY. 


In 1731 he drew up a plan for a circulating 
library, secured subscriptions, and started 
the first library in the colonies. Ag a means 
ot enforcing his precepts of economy be aid- 
ed in establishing the Orst savings bank. In 
1743 he tried to establish an academy for the 


‘better education of the youth of the colony. 
It was impossible then, but six years later 


he carried the project through, securing sub- 
scriptions of £5,000, and that school has 
grown into the University of Pennsylvania. 
He helped found the first public hospital in 
the city in 1755, obtaining an appropriation 
of £2,000 from the Assembiy. He established 
the American Philosophical society for 


“promoting useful knowledge in 1743. He 


obtained the paving of the streets around the 
market place, established the first volunteer 


fire company, secured a well regulated 
watch. and the agitation for 


suppressing the smoke nulsance in cities, 
which still is going on. He preached the 
then unknown gospel of pure air and be- 
came a recognized authority on ventilation, 
so much so that while in England he was 
asked to prepare a plan for ventilating the 
House of Parliament, 

A man of strong will as of strong intellect, 
he had a habit of carrying out whatever he 
undertook, and did not often fail, even when 
the odds against him were high. But his 
resolution was coneealed under a cheerful 
and constant good humor. It enabled him to 
ride gayly over obstacles which would have 
checked a man of less buoyant spirit. 

He was a man of strong passions, and in 
his youth he did not always control them, 
But he never shrank from accepting the 
consequences of his acts and making amends 
for them. He admitted them with that 
frankness and candor which make his auto- 
biography such delightful reading; and. in- 
deed, the worst things known of Franklin 

are those he told himself, extenuating noth- 
ing. 

No one admired virtue more than he, and 
he prepared a list of the virtues which he 
wished to make his own or thought he most 
needed practice in, and set himself to work 
to acquire them. He wrote his own creed 
and his own liturgies, too. In religion he was 
a deist; but tolerant of all creeds, and an 


earnest believer in Christianity as a code of. 


morals. He was a. friend of the followers 
of all religions, the friend of Whitfield, of 
the Bishop of St. h’s in England, and 
of John Carroll, whe, through recommenda- 
tions made by him while in Paris,.was ap- 
pointed the first Bishop of the Roman Cath- 
olle Church in the colonies. 
He was a man of wonderful vitality. He 
had been fond of swimming as a boy, and on 
his return from France, when 79 years old, 
he took a salt water bath at Southampton 
and floated in the water for an hour, falling 
asleep. His mind was vigorous to the end 
of his life. One of his greatest public serv- 
ices was performed at the constitutional 
convention when he was 82. He suffered 
much during the last few years with illness, 
but joked with his relatives and friends as 
calmly as ever. Three weeks before his 
death he wrote his humorous protest 
against slavery, and ten days later a letter 
to Thomas Jefferson about the northeast 


boundary question, which showed no diminu- 


tion in his mental powers. 


AS PRINTER AND PUBLISHER, 
- Thorough Master of His Trade, in Which 
He Always Took Pride, and the Leading 
Editor of His Country in His Time. 


By trade, as he would have sald, Franklin 
was a printer. At every stage of his mu 
colored career Franklin remained a printer, 
who was for atime engaged in another oceu- 
pation. He was not only a printer, but he 
was undoubtedly the best printer in his 
workmanship in the colonies when , 
lution broke out. He had begun his train- 
ing in that craft when he wag apprenticed 
to his brother, James, in Boston, when 18 
years old. James had been sent to London 
to learn his trade, and was a fine workman, 
The young apprentice could not have had 
a better instructor in all the colonies in the 
mechanical putting together of the types. 
James had secured a printing office, and 
contracted to print the only newspaper t 
issued in New England, called the Boston 
Gazette. This contract he lost by a change 
of owners of the Gazette, and James decided 
to print a paper of his own, which he called 
the New England Courant. The eartfer 
numbers are lost, but it appears that from 
the first the Courant was too aggressive for 
puritanic Boston. James was constantly 
in hot water with the authorities, and final- 
ly, when his brother Benjamin was 16 years 
old, he found himself in prison for printing 
certain comments which were deemed most 
derogatory to the dignity and honor of those 
in authority. He was ordered not to print 


another paper without submitting the —~ z 


ter for it to a cengor. In this dilemma 
turned to his friends, who advised him toe 
make Benjamin the nominal printer, for 
the paper was not under the ban, but James 
personally. This advice was taken, for the 
young apprentice had aroused much confi- 
dence in his ability to write by the Silence 
Dogood papers, which he had contributed te 
the columns of the Courant shortly before, 
But Benjamin was an apprentice, and i 
would never do to have an apprentice run the 
office, so the papers by which the younger 
brother had been indentured to work for 
James until he was 21 years of age were 
duly canceled. In their place, however, the 
elder brother had a secret indenture drawn 
up, which Benjamin signed, for James had 
no intention of ing his hold on the 
boy for the five years remaining of his ap- 
prenticeship.

In all these enterprises he 
was successful and reaped a good profit. _ 


INTEREST IN THE ART. | 
All the time he was looking out for im- 
provements in the art of printing, and added 
a device on the press then generally in use 
which was of great value. He was a close 
student of the different styles of type then 
being brought out in England, and his office 
in its equipment was far ahead of any of his 
competitors. The introduction of the short 
for the long “8” had n to be favor 
by English printers as giving greater eg 
formity to a line.

BECOMES A PUBLISHER 
Occasionally; when Franklin was assur 

of the success of a work, he undertook. 
publication at his own risk, and in this way 
became one of the pioneer publishers of 
America. He brought out a large number 
of reprints from English authors, and with 
his unerring judgment it was seldom that 
money was lost in these ventures. All this 
time he was printing Poor Richard’s Al- 
manac,” which not only added greatly to 
his profits but to his reputation. An outfit 
for printing German had been added to the 
plant, owing to the large number of German 
immigrants into Pennsylvania, and thig also 
proved profitable. So firmly. established 
was the business that in 1748 he sold it to his 
foreman, David Hall, for £18,000, of which 
£1,000 was to be paid annually. For those 
days such a price for a newspaper and print- 
ing office was considered large. The sale 
relieved Franklin of all further trouble about 
A livelihood and allowed him to devote him» 
self almost exclusively to scientific experi- 
ments and the many projects which were 
coming up for the betterment of the 12 
cational facilities of the colonies. He 
lieved that he had retired from business to 
spend the remainder of his life at ease, with 
his time at his own command, but the storm 
which was to end in the revolution was al- 
ready beginning to be felt, and 
did not have his leisure long. 


HIS IDEAS OF WRITING. 


Franklin’s ideas of newspaper writing were 
conveyed in a communication to the 
in which he said: | 

„The words used should be the most ex- 
pressive the language affords, provided they 
are the most generally understood. Nothing 
should be expressed in two words that can 
as well be expressed in one; that is, no syn- 
onyms should be used, or rarely, but the 
whole should be as short as possible, con- 
sistent with clearness; the words should be 
so placed as to be agreeable to the ear in 
reading; summarily, it should be smooth, 
clear, and short, for the contrary qualities 
are displeasing.“ 1 

Although Franklin’s sale of the Gazette 
and the printing office ended his active par- 
ticipation in the business of printer, he took 


a deep interest in all that pertained to the 


craft for the rest of his days. When in 
Paris, in some respects the most popular 
man in France, he continued to have a little 
printing office, and when he returned to 
America he brought a press and type and 
‘gave them to one of his grandsons. There 
was never a time during ull these years when 
he was not keenly observant of the technical 
changes which that era of progress was 
making in the art of printing. 

In his will he described himself as: I., 
Benjamin Franklin, printer, late Minister 
Pienipotentiary from the United States of 
America to the court of France, and now 
President of the State of Pennsylvania.“ 
On his death bed seventy-two years after he 
had signed his indénture as an apprentice 
in the office of his brother James in Boston,

His Struggles in Early Reading and

Literary Hoaxes. 
Franklin's career as a writer began when 
he was 17 years old, and it only closed with 
his death seventy-seven years later. 
first effort was a poem to his Uncle Benja- 
min, after whom he had been named. Versi- 
fying seems to have run in the family, as 
was the fashion of the times, and the boy 
but followed in the bent. It is probable that 
there were many more efforts in the same 
direction, which were little thought of and 
which have escaped the historians, but when 
he was 13 years old the art ot writing catchy 


verses, describing events of the day, was put 


into practical use. The boy by that time had 
become an apprentice in a printing office of 
his brother James at Boston. Teach, a 
typical pirate of the early part of the eight- 
eenth century, who was a terror to the en- 
tire Atlantic coast under the name of Black- 


beard, had been killed by an expedition 


which had been sent out fer that purpose. 
When the news reached Boston the young 
apprentice wrote some verses detailing the 
fight and exulting over the death of Black- 
beard. He showed them to his brother 
James, who immediately put them in type, 
with the help of Benjamin, and then as soon 
as the verses had been printed the latter 
was sent through the streets selling them. . 
Soon after this the keeper of a light 
house and his family were drowned, and

His early success greatly raised Benjamin 
in his own importance, but his father did not 
take kindly to the idea that his youngest 
son was to become a poet.

The boy 
was of the disputing kind, according to his 
own confessions, and accordingly he got into 
a wrangle with a friend over the propriety 
of educating the femalesex in learning and 
their. abilities tor study.“ Being worsted in 
a wordy contest the boy continued the dis- 
pute in writing, several letters passing be- 
tween the contestants. The elder Franklin 
chanced to come across the papers. He 
pointed out the weak points in his son's let- 
ters, convincing him that his manner of 
writing needed improvement. Then the 
mettle of the boy showed itself, but he went 
at his self-improvement in a way of hisown 
—a procedure from which he never varied

Procuring a volume of the Spectator,

The warm commendatfons of his brother's 
friends aroused some ill-feeling on the part 
of James, and the letters ceased after four - 
teen of them had been printed. | 
Their publication had given the boy, then 
16 years old, so high a standing among the 
elder brother’s associates that when James 
was imprisoned for having written unkind 
things about the powers that be, the ap- 
prentice became editor of the Courant. 
After his brief reign of four weeks in the 
editorial chair, his time was. so taken up 
with the hazardous game of getting a liv- 
ing that he did not reappear in literature 
until he was an éstablished printer in Phila- 
delphia. The colony was divided on the 
question of issuing paper money. Franklin 
espoused the cause of the paper money side 
and wrote a tract entitled ‘‘ The Nature and 
Necessity of a Paper Currency.” In it 
were advanced many of the stock arguments 
which have come down from generation to 
generation, and wihch have been generally 
discredited by experience, but the argu- 
ments, which were brought forth in the 
pamphiet, were cleverly put and won the 
day. The young printer won even more, for 
his ability to write was acknowledged in the 
oqlony, and this gave him a large advantage 
over his competitors among the politicians, 
who quickly saw it was to their interest to 
have Franklin with them. 
From this time on, for some years, the 
establishment of his paper and the conduct 
of his printing office required so much of 
the attention of Franklin that he produced 
little which can be considered outside of 
strictly newspaper work. They were busy

SOME LITERARY HOAXES. 


It was when Franklin was in England that 
he wrote the famous pamphlet which, ac- 
cording to some historians, resulted in the 
retention of Canada by Great Britain. This 
pamphlet was named, On the Means of 
Disposing the Enemy to Peace.” It pre- 


writer many years before, and so well was 
the hoax carried out that most readers be- 
lieved the pamphlet to have been really a 
translation. Peace was made, but Frank- 
lin’s aim was and France retired 
from Canada. 

Any one who knows the bitter feelings the 
colonists had against the Hessian troops, 
which were hired by Great Britain to fight 
her battles, still enjoys reading Franklin’s 
exceedingly clever letter, which pretended 
to be written by a Hessian potentate to one 
of his officers in America.

Franklin has the Prince returning from a 
trip to Italy, which has cost him enormously, ° 
and he is extremely anxious to have the bill 
paid by receiving money for troops killed ih 
America. He sharply chides the officer for 
having escaped with 345 men at Trenton. 

In 1782, just before the contlusion of peace 
by which the independence of the colonies 
was assured; Franklin published another 
hoax, which was intended to make the Eng- 
lish people realize the enormities committed 
by the Indian allies in the- Amerſcan war. 
It purported to be an inventory of scalps sent 
to his Majesty as a-token-of services ren- 
dered him, and was admirably adapted to 
strike the public conscience in England. 


This use of a literary hoax Franklin had 
found. to be effective in attaining his ends, 
and it is likely ſt succeeded far better than 
any other miethod he could havetaken. But 
the love of literary jokes took him into other 
fields, and it wa’ when he was in England 
on his second mission that he proposed with 
great solemnity, to revise the King James 
version of the Bible. As a sample of what 
he thought the new. version.ought to be, he 
worked over the Book of Job, in stilted 
style, different from his useful, terse ex- 
pressiveness. A great many people took the 
learned doctor—for by this time several of 
the leading universities had conferred the 


word, and even in the present generation 
have historians deluged his attempt with 
derision. Yet it seems plain that a man 
who had written “ Poor Richard! could only 
have written the proposed version as a joke. 
In fact, Dr. Franklin had a great deal of fun 
with about everything that was going on 
in those days. 

In political matters he was in deadly ear- 
nest, but he chose the weapon of ridicule 
and fun as being the one which produced the 
greatest results on the English people, with 
whom he was dealing more than with the 
stupid King and his kitchen Cabinet, sub- 
servient, if not stupid. 

As the social lion in the French capital 
during the revolution, Franklin wrote for 
the entedtainment of his friends many 
short sketches, which were intended only 
for private reading and circulation. Collect- 
ed, these sketches have a literary merit far 
above most of his political writings, — 

Franklin attained his high position among. 
the men of letters of America without writ- 
ing a complete book. His only attempt at 
book-writing was his autobiography. This 
wonderful work, by far the most popular 
autobiography ever written in America, was 
commenced in 1771, while Franklin was on 
his English mission. He had brought his 
life down to 1731, when he was compelled 
by other occupations to suspend the writing. 
He did no more until many years afterwards. 
‘The manuscript was left with his papers in 
Philadelphia, and during the British occupa- 
tion of that city was thrown into the streets, 
where, by good fortune, it was found by a 
friend and preserved. At this friend’s urgent 
request Franklin, added a few pages in 1784, 
and for the next few years worked fitfully 
‘upon his book, but public duties absorbed his. 
attention, and he never got over half through 
the story of his life. Nevertheless, this in- 
complete work is still in demand. Number- 
less editions have been brought forth, and 
there is a constant call in the public Hbraries 
for it.

In 1754 he attended the conference at Al- 
bany of delegates from the different col- 


-onies, called to make a general treaty with 


the Indians. He drew up a plan of union for 
the colonies, to give them greater strength 
in resisting the French, and this plan, which 
was adopted, contained the germ at least of 
the final union of the colonies and was high- 
ly important in familiarizing the colonists 
with the idea of union. -In 1755 he was sent 
to the frontier to assist Braddock in his 
campaign and avert a threatened raid into 


Pennsylvania for wagons. He agreed to pro- 


cure wagons there, and did so, advancing 
£200 of his own money and guaranteeing the 
payment for horses and wagons lost in the 
service. Claims were afterward brought 
against him to the amount of £20,000, but 
the government, after long delay, paid them 
and. relieved him. His willingness to risk 
his own means, however, added greatly to 
his popularity. 


JOINS QUAKER MAJORITY. 

As a member of the Assembly he joined the 
Quaker majority and became one of its lead- 
ers in the struggle with the proprietors, the 
sons of William Penn, over the right to levy 
taxes on their property. After the defeat 
of Braddock in 1755 he wrote and talked in 
favor of a war to avenge Indian massacres 
and cleverly reconciled the objections of 
other citizens to the exemption of the Quak- 
ers from military service. He was elected 
Colonel of the volunteers and led 500 men to 
the Lehigh Valley, where Gnadenhutten had 
been burned and the people killed. Franklin 
had small relish for a military life or its 
privations, but acquitted himself well, built 
a small line of forts, warily guarded against 
@ surprise, and cleared the country of In- 
dians without having an engagement. A 


characteristic story is told of his suggestion - 


to the chaplain of the best way to get the 
soldiers to attend prayers. ‘It is perhaps 
beneath the dignity of your profession to 
act as steward of the rum,“ said the acute 
philosopher, “ but if you were only to dis- 
tribute it after prayers you would have them 
all about you.” The advice was followed and 
never were prayers more generally or more 


punctually attended.“ 


The danger of an attack bx the French and 
Indians on Pennsylvania was used by the 
Governot as a club to compel the passage of 
bills raising money for defense, with an ex- 
emption of the proprietary estates from tax- 
ation, which led to Franklin’s first mission 
to England in 1757. On his return five years 
later he resumed his place in the Assembly. 
The massacre of some friendly Indians at 
Conestoga by a party of Scotch-Irish set- 
tlers in revenge for Indian massacres 
aroused Franklin’s indignation, and he pub- 
lished a pamphlet assailing them as inhuman 
brutes. Soon after this he criticised the 
German settlers, and in these ways stirred 
up enough race prejudice against him to de- 
feat him by a few votes for reélection to the 
Assembly in 1764. But his party had elected 
a majority of the Assemblymen, and he was 
at once sent to England again. 


IN CONTINENTAL CON GRESS. 
Franklin returned to America May 5, 1775, 


and on the next day was made a member 


of the Continental Congress. An amount of 
work was piled on his shoulders in the next 
eighteen months which only a superb con- 

stitution and an equally superb degree of 
philosophical calm could have enabled a 
man of 70 to stand. He was made Postmas- 

ter General of the united colonies and 

established a line of offices and routes 

throughout the thirteen colonies. He drew 

up a plan for a better union, which was not 

adopted, though some of its suggestions 
were. He also was a member of the Penn- 

sylvania Assembly and served on the Com- 

mittee of Safety, which was preparing a plan 

for the defense of the province. He served. 
on that committee from 6 to 9 o'clock in the 

morning and from 9 to 4 was in Congress. 
He was full of bitterness against the British 

for atrocities committed by —— soldiery, 

famous letter to

Late in 1775 he went to Boston with two 


other commissioners to arrange for supplies 
for Washington’s army and prepare a plan 
of gn. In March, 1776. he was sent 
to Canada with two others on the vain at- 
tempt to get that province to join the revo- 
lution. It was a terrible journey fora young 
and vigorous man, and Franklin suffered 
much in health and did not expect to live to 
return home. In June he was elected a mem- 
ber of the convention called to frame a new 
constitution for Pennsylvania, and succeed- 
ed in securing the adoption of his ideas ofa 
single legislative body and an executive of 


‘twelve persons, an idea which worked badly 


in actual practice and was given up in 1790, 
though even then Franklin was opposed to 
the change. At the same time he was tak- 
ing an active part in the work of the Con- 

ss, was in favor of an immediate declara- 
tion of independence, and when it was adopt- 
ed was one of the signers. It was during 
one of these sessions he made his immortal 
response to the assertion of a worried fel- 
low-member that We must all hang to- 
gether,” saying, “‘ Yes, or we will all hang 
separately.” 

During this summer he had a futile confer- 
ence with Lord Howe in New York about a 
peace, and in October left for France to 
represent the united colonies. 


MAKING THE CONSTITUTION. 


In the constitutional convention of 1787 


Franklin was accorded a prominent part, 
but as much in compliment to his great age 
and manifold services as to the weight of the 
suggestions he advanced. But he did in- 
‘caleulable good in securing the assent of the 


‘delegates to the constitution as finally 


agreed upon, by continually — the 
sermon of compromises, of mutual ces- 
sions. and of conciliation. He still favored 
the single legislature end opposed the single 
executive, but the plan had not worked so 
well in Pennsylvania as to commend itself, 
and was not seriously considered. One prin- 
ciple which he proposed and advocated in an 
interesting speech was that of paying the 
Président no salary, but only his necessary 
expenses. He seconded a motion giving the

President power to 
limited time, but earnestly opposed the idea 


ot limiting the right to vote by any property 
qualification. He favored a provision allow- 
ing the impeachment of the President, a 
Method of removal he , he said, to 
the old-fashioned way of assassination;

They have 
been preserved, and show the same homely 
Wisdom, shrewdness, and directness of ex- 
pression which marked the work of his 
prime. In these things Franklin agreed with 
the majority of his colleagues, but was not 
in advance of them. The distinctive meas- 
ure with which he stamped his worldly wis- 
dom on the constitution was that fixing the 


The jealousies between their delegates 
threatened to prevent any agreement. The 
large States would not admit their smaller 
sisters to equal representation, and the 
smaller States were determined not to sub- 
mit to a representation based entirely on 
numbers of population. It was Franklin, 
the harmonizer and the conciliator of the 
convention, who proposed the compromise 
to which all agreed—that of having equal 
representation for all States in the Senate 
and proportional representation, according 
to population, in the House, where all money 
bills should originate. 

As much ingenuity as this stroke of genius 
displayed, and no little humor, was shown 
by Franklin in a clever speech at the close of 
the adoption, counseling the delegates to 
sink some of their prejudices, as he expect- 
ed to do, for the sake of unanimity. And 
the following touch of his most charming 
wit and and sentiment flluminated the close 
of the convention: 

*“* Whilst the last members were signing.“ 
says Madison, Dr. Franklin, looking toward 
the President’s chair, at the back of whicha 
rising sun happened to be painted, observed 
to a few members near him that painters had 
found it difficult to distinguish in their art 
a rising from a setting sun.

FRANKLIN AS DIPLOMAT. 
What He Accomplished in the Courts of 
the Old World—His Services in London 
and Paris. | 
For the greater part of a period covering 
thirty years of his life, frdm 50 to 80 years, 
Franklin was in London and in Paris as the 
representative of the Colon? of Pennsyl- 
vania, later of other colonies as well, and. 
finally of the Confederated Colonies. The 
history of his services forms the brightest 
pages of American diplomacy. In fact, the 
leading historian of American diplomacy de- 
clares that Franklin is the only American 
diplomat. Certainly in length of services 
and in the importance of the results achieved 
he stands alone. . 
In 1757 the Pennsylvania Assembly was 
compelled to yield in a contention of long 
standing with the proprietors of the prov- 
ince, who had claimed immunity for their es- 
tates from taxation. Forced by the danger 
of invasion during the French and Indian 
war, the Assembly at last had passed ap- 
propriations for the defense of tha colony 
without taxing those estates, to avoid a veto 
by the Governor appointed by the proprie- 
tors. The Assembly decided to appeal to 
the King and Privy Council to secure the 
right of taxing the proprietary estates, and, 
if possible, to have the control of the prov- 
ince taken from the proprietors and as- 
sumed by the crown. Franklin was chosen 
for this mission, and set sail for the city 
where, thirty years before, he had lived and 
worked in the most humble fashion as a 
journeyman printer. Great was the con-

It was as a man of science and an author 
that Franklin was welcomed to the mother 
country in 1757, and he was admitted at 
once to the fellowship and the friendship of 
philosophers, scientists, authors, publishers, 
men of learning and men ot rank. His fame 
as an investigator had preceded him, and 
his position was assured. He became a 
member of all the learned societies to which 
he had not been elected already, became the 
intimate friend of Priestly, the discoverer 
of oxygen, and soon knew all the celebrities 
of the day. The universities and societies 
showered degrees upon him. His lines were 
laid in pleasant places in every respect, for 
he formed a warm and lasting friendship 
with the Stevensons, the family with whom 
he lived and where he pursued his electrical 
experiments, planned his armonica, and de- 
lighted his friends with the results of his 
researches, 


SUCCEEDS IN HIS MISSION. 


While enjoying himself so thorough! 
Franklin did not neglect his duty to > 
sylvania, but it was three years before he 
could get sufficient attention from the Pitt 
Ministry to accomplish anything definite. 
By 1760 the Assembly had starved the Gov- 
ernor, by withholding his salary, into sign- 
ing a bill taxing the proprietary estates. 
The bill was sent to England, the Penns op- 
posed it before the Privy Council as con- 
trary to their rights, and won a decision. 
Franklin and the lawyers engaged by him 
had made a strong argument in support of 
the bill, and, although defeated; he secured 
a reconsideration of the case from Lord 
Mansfield, and on his entering into an agree- 
ment that the estates of the proprietors 
would not be confiscated by excessive tax 
ation, the- bill was approved by the crown 
and the liberties of the colony preserved 
from their attacks. The friendships Frank- 
lin had been able to form among prominent 
men, including many members of Parlia- 
ment, had helped him to success, as had 
pamphlets he had published setting forth 
the case of the colony. 

Remaining .two years longer in England 
Franklin finally tore himself away from all 
the pleasures of his sojourn there and re- 
turned to Philadelphia in the autumn of 
1762. He had acquired the enmity of the 
proprietary party, but his success in his mis- 
sion and his willingness to risk his personal 
engagement had increased his general popu- 
larity. He had been elected to the assembiy 
each year during his absence abroad, and was 
voted the sum of £3,000 for his services. 


SENT TO ENGLAND AGAIN. 


Before Franklin had been two years at 
home a continuation of the quarrel between 
the Assembly and the proprietary party led 
to his departure on his second mission to 
England as the agent of the colony, with in- 
structions from the Assembly to appeal to 
the crown to take direct control of the col- 
ony. The mission was a welcome one, for 
Franklin had so enjoyed his last stay in Lon- 
don that he had thought seriously of going 
there to live permanently. .He was in sym- 
pathy with the purpose of his mission, which, 
however, was afterward abandoned al- 
though it can be seen now that its success 
would have been unfortunate for the colony.

HIS ANONYMOUS PAMPHLET.
